Tariff of 256 Per Cent of Their Gross 
Earnings Talked of at Washington 
—A Great Hardshin For Ameri-

New York, Feb. 1 
solutely new in the way of a tariff is 
being considered at Washington. 
Railroad interests of the northwest, 
under the leadership of Mongan and 
Hill, are endeavoring to have a duty 
imposed on imported transportation. 
They want the Canadtan Pecifie taxed 
25 per cent of all gross earnings made 
in the United States. Th.s situation 
is really serious, however grotesque 
it may seem at first blush to propose 
euch a tax. 

For all substantial purposes the Do- 
minion of Canada and the United 
States are one country. The laws of 
the United States against the owner- 
ship of parallel and competing lines 
stop at the boundary. The Canadian 
Pacifie owns the Soo, which is a par- 
allel and a competing line, and no law 
of the United States can prevent it 
except by making’ that ownership very 
expensive, 

C.P.R, Will Grippie Them. 

The Great Nerthern and Northern 
Pacific have prospered in the past and 
will do so for some time to come, not 
because of good. management but be- 
cause they could not help themselves. 
Like the New York Central they have 
existed in spite of their handicaps. 
But the time will come when Cana- 
dian competition will be so keen as to 
cripple them severely. Canadian lines 
can pay dividends with gross earn 
ings, equal to the amount that. the 
American lines must have to pay on 
fixed charges. Between Chicago and 
the Pacific, the Canadian Pacific, Wis- 


consin Central and Soo operated as 
one system, can pay dividends with 
gross earnings of $2,000 a mile. Hill 


needs $4,000 a mile on his roads while 


Harriman’s charges call for $6,000 a 
mile. 
While the Canadian competition 


must injure the railroads of the North- 
west, unless a tex as proposed is imr 
posed, it will be a sad dey for the farm- 
ers when the railroad interests Bue. 
ceed in placing the handicap on the 
Canadians, Should the Canadian Pa- 
cific be bordened with a tariff on 
gross eartiings ‘in the United States, 
there would be a horizontal advance 
of freight rates in the northwest by 
the Great Northern, Northern Pacific 
and St. Paul roads. The damage done 
to American farmers would be beyond 
calculation. 
Commission Not Doing Duty. 

The interstate commission with all 

its power is not doing its full duty to 


ithe public in regard to the railroads of 


the Northwert. The St. Paul for in- 
stance is not including in its monthly 
earnings’ the operations of it+ ew ©x- 
tensions. In faet the interstate com- 
merece commission at Washington does 
not know officially whether any trains 
are being operated over the new lines, 
although everybody else knows trains 
are running tf the interstate com- 
meree commission is lacking in this 
respect what confidence can be placed 
in its other work? 

The established policy of not  per- 
mitting experts on fihance to have a 
in the management of the fed- 
eral finances or in the reform of the 
curreney system, is causing serious 
trouble once More in the redemption 
departinent at Washington which is 
getting swamped again with bank 
notes because the bankers are obeying 
the Aldrich law and holding all the 
gold out of circulation that they can, 
They are transmuting their bank 
notes into. gold simply by sending 
Washington, where treasury 
officials are powerless under the law 
to save the gold. If something is not 
done to stop the gold decline it will 
be necessary to. form another Wall 
street syndicate before Taft’s admin- 
istration is finished to replenish the 
gold in the reserve fund just as was 
done in Cleveland's administration.

Young Son at Her Side. 


Alfred O. Tuckerman, the seven- 
year-old son of the stricken woman, 
was at his mother’s side when she 
was shot. The shooting was so 
sudden and mysterious that the boy 
knew notswhat had happened. He 
saw his mother fall, and then he 
was taken away and kept in ignor- 
ance of her fate. 

“Father [T have been shot,” gasped 
Mre. Tuckerman, as she = stumbled 
forwerd, General Girard, a veteran 
army surgeon, eased his daughter to 
the floor, tore away her bodice, and 


saw that she had been  fetally 
wounded. Blind to the cause of it 
all, the General, his wife and his 
aged mother grouped about Mrs. 


Tuckerman and were dumbly watch- 
ing until Busse came in and talked 
of the accident. When it was known 


that Mrs. Tuckerman was dead, the 
police of the East Avenue station 
were notified and they immediately 


began an investigation. After ques- 
tioning Busse, Capt, Danner turned 
to General Girard and said “Do 
you want this man arrested,” 
“ “No,” replied the old soldier, “‘T 
am satisfied my daughter's death 
was due to accident and I would not 
have the gentleman arrested.” 
Busse in State of Collapse. 


Later George Busse sank into a 
state of collapse and Miss Lempke. 
the servent, was threatened with 
nervous breakdown. Mayor Busse 


would not permit them to be seen 
but told of the shooting as he knew 
it. 

“We were all sitting in the paror 
when the shooting occurred,” said 
the mayor. ‘George was going away 
with Dr, George McEvers, and was 
showing my mother and the servant 
how to handle a revolver. It was the 
first time in her life that my mother 
had been left alone and she was a 
little nervous. George got his revol- 
ver from his room, and showed them 
how to use it.

Tell the Rowers Turkey's Altitude I+ 
ost Reprehensible. 


Sofia, Jan. 30.—The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment last night delivered a note 
to the -representatives of the powers 
complaining of the irreconcilable .t- 
titude of Turkey and declaring that 
the Porte must be responsih'e for the 
consequences.

THE GRAIN CONFERENCE. 


The grain conference which has 
been called in Calgary for Wednesday 
and Thursday of this week, will un- 
doubtedly prove to be the most impor- 
tant of its kind that has ever been 
held in the province of Alberta. Prem 
ier Rutherford has called the confer. 
ence in the hope that the outcome of 
it may be a better understanding be- 
tween all parties concerned in. thy 
grain trade.. It is not proposed *o 
make this a big convention, but a 


gathering together of from 60 to 75 


representative men to diseuss the 
whole grain situation. This numb: r 
will include iarmers, track buyers, el- 
*vator owners, railway officials, grain 
Inspectors, bankers and others inter- 
ested in the growing, purchase, sale, 
storage and shipment of grain, 

The predominating idea that will 
run through the convention will be 
the western grain route, but ther will 
he the internal situation to be dis- 
cussed. The first item on the pro- 
gram deals with the mutual interests 
Of the grain men of the province. Th 
next covers the necessary changes in 
the Inspection Act with regard ‘o 
western shipments. These will have to 
be laid before Parliament at Ottawa 
for incorporation nn the Grain Act 
Other subjects deal with the advan- 
tages to be gained by the western 
route, such as the opening up of the 
market and shipping facilities ‘or 
.welve months of the year, It also 
means that the rush to get grain to 
the lake head before navigation closes 
and the consequent shortage of cars 
will gradually be done away with as 
far as this province is concerned. 

A great deal of trouble arises in the 
ocial and business world on account 
f misunderstandings and misconcep- 
tions that arise between those whose 
mutual interests are identical to a 
surprising degree, §8o it is with the 
grain situation in Alberta, There has 
been a certain mistrust and a failuc 
to see the common viewpoint on the 
part of the great body of men engaged 
in the intricacies of the grain trad 
When more harmony exists there 
will be a greater facility of business 
and better business returns. Tl 
opening of the western grain route has 
prompted the Premier in calling the 
convention, hut the possibilities ‘or 
welding the various factors in the 
grain business into one united whol 
will not likely be overlooked.
